In nistrahn l Islands. 


L o n d o n , Feb. 
16.—Advices received 
here from the north of Ireland an ­ 
nounce th a t a lifeboat, after a previ­ 
ous voyage, has succeeded in reaching 
the island of Innistrahull, nine miles 
to the north of the 
Malin Head, 
at the extrem e north 
of 
Ireland, 
whose fifty inhabitants have been un­ 
able for weeks to com m unicate w ith the 
m ainland and who were believed to 
have been in danger of dying from 
starvation. 
The crew found the peo­ 
ple of Innistrahull in sore straits; they 
had been compelled to use the furni­ 
ture and woodwork of th e ir houses for 
fuel. 
So far as provisions were con­ 
cerned, there w as only a handful of 
potatoes left on the island. 
Happily 
the inhabitants, w ith one exception, 
had m anaged to sustain life until the 
arrival of the lifeboat, which brought 
a sm all supply of food for the suffer­ 
ing people. 
An additional supply of 
food w ill be sent to Innistrahull im­ 
m ediately.

RATHER THAN PAY. 


JA N ESV ILLE PROPERTY OWN- 
ER S CANCEL INSURANCE. 


Several Inspectors Visit the City and 
See the W orkings of the Fire De­ 
partment—Howe Brothers Protest 
Against Paying i] 
Per Cent. On 
Their New Factory. 


Insurance rates are just now being 
thoroughly discussed by 
Janesville 
property owners, the ratings on facto- 
ry property having recently been ad­ 
vanced tw enty per cent, and the ad­ 
vance is universally objected to. Prop­ 
erty owners who have paid the insur­ 
ance companies $02,000 and over in 
one year, insist th a t too much money 
is demanded, especially when the com­ 
panies are only required to pay back 
$0,000 in fire losses. 
Rates are advanced by the under­ 
w riters on account of heavy losses sus­ 
tained in other places, they insisting 
th a t they must have more money in 
order to meet 
their extraordinary 
losses. 
The advance has not worked 
as anticipated. 
Property owners have 
much faith in the efficiency of the 
Janesville fire departm ent, and its 
ability to keep down fire losses and 
many policies are allowed to lapse or 
are being cancelled. 


M any I n s p e c to r In Tho C ity. 
W ithin a few days a num ber of in­ 
surance inspectors and rate adjusters 
have been in the city making surveys. 
Each gentlem an has been given oppor­ 
tunity to inspect the fire departm ent 
and fire alarm service, and have been 
informed as to the service of the de­ 
partm ent, not only for the year 1893, 
b u t for five years past, and each have 
adm itted th at favors should be shown 
this city in the line of ratings.

Some interesting experim ents were 
lately made by Dr. Mesmcr, says the 
London News, by way of solving the 
question w hether or not rifle bul­ 
lets arc liable to carry infection with 
them in their course of entry into 
the body. 
lie made his trial with 
bullets which had been infected with 
germs of a particular kind, and the 
infected bullets were shot into tin 
boxes from a distance varying from 
225 to 259 m eters—a m eter being 
nearly three feet three and three- 
fourths inches. 
Inside the boxes was 
placed gelatine peptone in a ster­ 
ilized or gormless condition, so th at 
w hatever germ developments were 
found in the peptone (which is a 
great growing medium for m icrobes) 
would be presumed to come from the 
bullets. 
Tho tracks of tho bullets 
through 
tho 
gelatine 
were duly 
scrutinized, with the result th at in 
each case germ grow th took place 
corresponding to the particular m i­ 
crobes with which the bullets had 
been respectively infected. In another 
series of investigations the bullets 
were made to pass through infected 
flannel before penetrating the gela­ 
tine, the bullets being of ordinary 
kind. 
Here, again, microbe grow ths 
appeared in the gelatine, showing 
th at tho flannel had yielded up its 
microbes to the bullets as they tra ­ 
versed it. 
If noninfected and ordi­ 
nary bullets were used, tho gelatine 
develpped only the ordinary germ 
life, such as the air contains. 
The 
bullet is, therefore, a germ carrier 
of very decided kind, and it is also 
clear th at if clothing is penetrated 
by a bullet prior to its entrance into 
the tissues, the missile will be liable 
to carry into the wound it makes tho 
bacteria resident on the clothes.
